Brief  History  of  Intoxicating  Liquors 

The  drink  question  is  a  problem  co- 
existent with  almost  the  whole  pre- 
served history  of  mankind;  and  that 
the  past  will  furnish  valuable  sug- 
gestions on  this  point  will  not  be  dis- 
puted and  therefore  some  knowledge 
of  the  past  history  of  drink  is  a  nec- 
essary preparation  for  the  study  of 
this  question  in  the  present.  Distill- 
ation was  uuknow  among  the  ancient 
and  therefore  they  could  know  noth- 
ing of  our  distilled  liquors  as  brandy, 
whiskey,  gin,  rum,  etc.,  for  this  rea- 
son they  couJd  net  fortify  their  wines 
with  distilled  spirits,  which  made  it 
exceeding,  y  dilflcui::  to  preserve  their 
fermented  drinks  from  turning  into 
vinegar,  and  their  most  common 
drinks  were  made  from  unfermented 
juices  either  pressed  direco  from  the 
fresh  fruit  or  boiled  down  and  kept 
in  skins  or  earthen  jars  deposited  for 
coolness  in  the  ground  or  under  wat- 
er. The  drinking  of  wine  new  or  fer- 
mented, with  most  of  the  ancient  na- 
tions, was  largely  a  religious  rite; 
and  their  wines  were  almost  invari- 
ably highly  diluted  with  pure  water 
and  associated  with  a  reverential, 
mystic  worship.  While  we  use  both 
fermented  and  spirit  ous  liquors  high- 
ly adulterated,  and  drink  noc  to  God 
or  with  religious  aspiration,  but  to 
please  the  palate,  excite  the  senses 
and  passions  or  gain  brute  courage 
for  infamy  and  crime. 

In  East  India  two  kinds  of  drinks 
"Soma"   and   "Sura."   was  made  from 
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a  now  unknown  plant.  The  Sura  we 
find  in  Indian  history,  became  later  a 
national  curse,  so  that  the  great  re- 
former, Mann,  who  lived  six  hundred 
years  before  Christ,  found  it  necess-P^. 
ary  to  impose  the  severest  penalties!  Oc 
on  Sura  drinkers.  i|  . 

A  Jewish  Tradition.  /MO  j 

Traditions  among  the  Jews  held 
thst  the  wine  was  "the  tree  of  good 
and  evil"  and  the  "forbidden  fruit" 
causing  the  fall  of  man. 

A  Jewish  and  also  Musselman  tra- 
dition tells  us,  that  "When  Noah  had 
planted  the  vine,  Satan  brought  and 
poured  upon  it  a  peacock's  blood 
when  its  leaves  began  to  form,  he 
poured  o/er  it  the  blood  of  an  ape. 
When  the  grapes  began  to  form  he 
watered  them  with  the  blood  of  a 
lion,  and  upon  the  ripe  fruit  he  pour- 
ed the  blood  of  a  pig.  The  vine  thus 
nurtured  had  required  these  proper- 
ties: the  first  glass  of  wine  animates 
the  drinker,  so  his  vivacity  is  great 
and  his  color  heightened,  resembling 
the  peacock.  When  the  fumes  raises 
to  his  head,  he  becomes  as  gay  and 
full  of  antics  as  an  ape,  when  he  has 
become  drunk  he  rages  as  a  lion  and 
in  the  height  of  this  condition  he  falls 
and  sprawls  in  the  mire  as  a  pig." 

We  shall  not  take  time  nor  space  to 
trace  up  further  interesting  mythol- 
gies  or  beliefs  of  the  ancients,  regard- 
ing their  vine — God  Bacchus  or  to 
trace  in  detail  the  movements  of  the 
drink  evil  and  the  temperance  re- 
forms among  the  ancient  nations  ex- 
cept as  to  notice  a  few  of  the  most  in- 
teresting incidents,  which  invariably 
teaches  us  that  the  life,  power  and 
prosperity  of  a  nation  as  well  as  of 
an  individual,  depends  almost  entirely 
on  the  morals  and  temperate  habits 
of  the  people. 
Ancient  \ations  Destroyed  by  Drink. 

The  historic  records  of  the  nations 
of  antiquity  are  replete  with  proofs 
that  the  chief  destroyer  of  individual 
and  national  greatness  was  DRINK 
Nor  v/ere  the  four  great  Asiatic  mon- 
archies of  Assyria,  Babylon,  Media 
and  Persia  conquored  and  destroyed 
by  the  sword  until  their  earlier  char- 
acteristics of  manliness,  patriotism 
and  mentality  had  been  sapped  by 
drunkenness   and    debauchery. 

The  vast  Assyrian  power  whose 
foundation  reaches  beyond  historic 
record  was  at  last  subdued  by  the 
more  sober  rebel  provinces  of  Media 
and  Babylonia.  The  last  ruler  Sardan- 


apalus's  motto  was:  "Eat,  drink,  play 
and  know  that  thou  art  mortal;  drain 
present  delight,  there  is  no  roluptous- 
ness  after  death."  Familiar  but  al- 
ways impressive  is  the  account  history 
gives  us  of  the  visit  of  the  young 
twelve-year  old  Cyrus  to  his  grand- 
father. King  Astyages  of  Media.  The 
little  fellow,  destined  later  to  over- 
throw Media  and  Babylonia  and  to 
found  the  great  Persian  monarchy, 
was  so  astonished  and  disgusted  at 
the  riotious  drunkenness  of  the  Medi- 
an court,  that  he  refused  to  touch  the 
wine,  a  custom  expected  of  him  as 
cupbearer  to  his  grandfather.  He 
could  not  understand  how  the  people 
were  willing  to  drink  themselves  into 
such  a  beastial  state.  "You  seemed," 
he  said,  turning  to  his  grandfaher  and 
referring  to  a  recent  banquet,  "to 
have  forgotten  yourself,  and  not  to 
know  that  you  were  the  king  and 
when  you  wished  to  dance,  why!  you 
could  not  even  stand;  my  father 
drinks  only  to  quench  his  thirst." 

A  few  years  later  Cyrus  subjugated 
Media  and  deposed  his  grandfather; 
and  again  sometime  later  he  marched 
his  army  against  Babylon,  while  Bel- 
shazar  was  engaged  in  feasting  and 
drunken  revelry,  profaning  the  vesels 
taken  from  the  temple  of  the  Lord 
and  the  words  "Mene,  mene,  tekel,  up- 
harsin!"  was  flashed  on  the  wall  and 
during  this  fatuous  debauch  Cyrus 
stormed  the  unprepared  city  and  slew 
the  king  and  his  men  while  yet  in 
their  drunken  stupor. 

Persia  in  its  turn  becoming  weak- 
ened and  degenerated  by  the  wine  and 
habits  that  follow  in  its  wake,  passed 
under  the  conquoring  hand  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great,  who  for  a  time  with- 
stood the  corrupting  influences  of 
Persian  habits  and  the  intoxications 
of  his  own  triumphs,  but  of  whose 
death  by  intemperance,  while  yet  in 
his  most  vigorous  manhood,  Seneca 
writes:  "Here  is  this  hero  invincible 
by  all  the  toils  of  prodigious  uii-.i-Llics 
by  all  the  dangers  of  seiges  and  com- 
bats, by  the  most  violent  extremes 
of  heat  and  cold,  here  he  lies,  con- 
quored  by  his  intemperance  and 
struck  to  earth  by  the  fatal  cup  of 
Hercules."  So  died  as  a  fool  one  of 
the  greatest  men  the  world  ever  pro- 
duced, not  even  heeding  his  own  phy- 
sician who  warned  him  in  these 
words:  "When  you  are  about  to  drink 
wine,  oh  king,  remember  that  you  are 


about  to  drink  the  blood  of  the  earth; 
hemlock  is  a  poison,  and  wine  is  a 
poison  to  hemlock."  (A  poison  to 
poison.) 

As  the  great  Asiatic  monarchies  fell 
first  by  wine  and  then  by  the  sword 
so  Egypt  whose  civilization  reaches 
back  over  three  thousand  years  be- 
fore Christ.  As  Morewood  so  elo- 
quently says  of  ancient  Egypt:  "A 
secret  glow  of  veneration  arises  for  a 
nation  so  long  distinguished  in  the 
annals  of  antiquity  for  all  that  was 
majestic  and  mighty,  whether  we  con- 
sider it  almost  superhuman  struct- 
tures,  its  wonderful  inventions,  or  the 
splendor,  pomp  and  glory  which  sur- 
rounded its  early  inhabitants."  From 
four  to  three  hundred  years  before 
Christ  the  Egyptians  had  a  number  of 
grain  and  wine  manufacturies.  The 
condition  of  Egypt  before  its  invasion 
and  desolation  by  the  Persians,  as  le- 
gards  temperance  and  morality  was 
most  lamentable.  Men  and  women 
gloried  in  drunkenness  and  shame, 
but  judgment  came  with  a  terrible 
force  from  which  she  has  not  recover- 
ed for  two  thousand  years. 
Temperance  Laws  in  Greece  and  Rome 

In  Greece  who  for  centuries  led  the 
world  in  liturature,  science  and  art 
drunkenness  was  put  down  with  an 
iron  hand.  In  Athens  the  severe  laws 
of  Draco  condemned  to  death  any  per- 
son convicted  of  being  drunk.  The 
wise  laws  of  Solon  condemned  the 
archout  (the  highest  public  function- 
ary in  Athens)  to  a  heavy  fine  for  the 
first  time  of  intoxication  and  in  the 
second  time  to  death.  In  the  first  days 
of  Rome  wine  was  almost  unknown, 
and  the  drink  habit  did  not  become 
general  until  the  tim.e  of  Julius  Cassar 
during  the  empire  it  abounded,  and 
history  shows  beyond  question  that 
loose  morals,  corruption  and  crime  in- 
creased among  the  Romans  in  almost 
exact  ratio  to  the  increase  of  the 
drink  habit.  Romulus  promulgated  a 
law  which  permitted  a  husband  to  kill 
his  wife  for  drinking  wine  as  well  as 
for  committing  adultery.  The  famous 
v.iiie  planting  edict,  which  forbid  the 
further  culture  of  the  vine  and  com- 
manded the  destruction  of  one-half 
the  vines  in  the  whole  empire,  was  is- 
sued by  Emporer  Domitan  signifying 
how  profound  was  the  dread  of  the 
effect  of  drinking  upon  the  nation's 
life  and  prosperity.  This  edict  re- 
mained in  force  for  180  years  and 
then  the  Emporer  Frobus  abolished  it

According  lo  Wal.jr  Johnsoa,  the 
name  "alcohol",  is  founded  upon  the 
Eastern  superatltL>a  of  tbo  evirtu  i»e- 
ing  infested  with  evil  spirits,  and  that 
when  the  first  effect  of  this  newly 
discovered  drug  was  seen  upon  men, 
the  Arabians  imagined  the  persons  to 
be  possessed  of  a  devil,  which  had 
either  assumed  the  form  of  the  liquor, 
or  entered  the  body  along  with  it, 
and  would  exclaim  in  great  fright, 
"Alghole,  Alghole,"  the  evil  ghost  or 
spirit.  Webster  gives  the  name  algol 
(Ariabic  alghul)  destruction,  calam- 
ity. "O  thou  invisible  spirit  of  wine, 
if  thou  hast  no  name  to  be  known  by, 
let  us  call  the  devil,"  (Cassio  in  Othel- 
lo, act  2,  scene  3.)  The  name  "Alghole" 
in  time  became  corrupted  to  alcohol. 
Says  Dr.  Huss:  "When  we  remember 
that  Just  at  that  period  the  medical 
science  was  at  its  lowest  ebb,  the 
masses  placing  their  trust  especially 
in  arcana  and  universal  remedies,  we 
find  it  quite  natural  that  a  remedy 
so  generally  praised,  and  so  agreeable 
to  the  taste  should  become  a  house- 
hold article,  and  from  a  medicinal 
become  a  dietetic  necessity,  at  first 
on  the  pretext  of  its  antidotal  and 
strength  giving  properties,  but  soon 
also    on    account    of    its    intoxicating 


nature — in  cottage  as  well  as  castle." 
Adulterated   Poison-Water, 

Not  only  is  the  liquor  in  itself  a 
poison,  but  as  Colonel  Dudley  says: 
"With  few  exceptions  the  entire  liquor 
traffic  of  the  world  is  not  only  a  fraud 
but,  it  amounts  to  a  system  of  drug- 
ging and  poisoning.  The  business  of 
making  adulterated  liquors  has  been 
so  simplified  that  any  novice  who 
knows  how  to  make  a  punch  or  a  cock- 
tail can  learn  in  a  short  time  to  make 
any  kind  of  liquor  that  will  pass  mus- 
ter with  nine-tenths  of  the  community.' 
About  ninety-nine  per  cent  of  all 
liquors  sold  by  retail  is  only  aduHer- 
ated  poison.  Says  Ponchardat:  "The 
wines  sold  by  retailers  consist  of  al- 
cohol, coloring  matters,  water,  and  a 
very  small  amount  of  natural  wine." 
The  adulteration  is  induced  by  a  de- 
sire for  profit  and  its  unscrupulous- 
ness  is  limited  only  by  the  fear  of  de- 
tection and  consequent  loss.  The 
chief  means  of  all  kinds  of  liquor  ad- 
ulterations is  of  course  water,  be- 
cause it  costs  nothing,  but  is  clear 
profit  by  increasing  the  volume.  "But," 
says  Dr.  Gustafson,  in  his  "Founda- 
tion of  Death,"  "We  find  also  our 
strongest  poisons,  such  as  strychnia, 
stramonium  sulphuric  with  innno- 
cent  mixtures."  And  Dr.  Parkes, 
(Hygiene,  London  1878)  gives  no  less 
than  nineteen  poisons  in  his  formid- 
able table  of  adulterations.  Among 
these  are  ferrous  sulphate,  sulphuric 
acid,  essentia  bina,  colocynth,  col- 
chicum,  cocculus  indicus,  strychnine, 
tobacco,  copper,  and  lead.  As  to 
champagnes,  Wetherbee  says  in  his 
"Toxicology"  that  a  "portion  of  so- 
called  champagne  wines  is  composed 
of  the  expressed  juice  of  turnips,  ap- 
ples and  other  vegetables  to  which 
sufficient  sugar  of  lead  is  added  to 
produce  the  necessary  sweetness  and 
astringency."  The  "Wine  Guide," 
(London  1877)  counsels  wine  mer- 
chants to  clear  cloudy  and  musty 
wines  with  sugar  of  lead,  and  Dr. 
Orfila  in  his  "work  on  poisons" (Paris 
1852)  says:  "Of  all  the  frauds  this  is 
the  most  dangerous.  Sugar  of  lead 
gives  a  sweet,  astringent,  metallic 
taste,  constriction  of  the  throat,  pain 
in  the  stomach,  vomiting,  fetid  eruc- 
tation, thirst,  coldness  of  limbs,  con- 
vulsions, delirium,  etq."  Dr.  Baer 
states  that  in  the  aduHerations  of 
wines  the  coloring  matters  play  a 
deadly  part.

If  any  community  could  ascertain 
just  what  its  saloonkeepers  are  mak- 
ing, it  could  better  afford  to  lay  a  di- 
rect tax  upon  the  people  of  that  whole 
amount  and  pay  it  to  the  saloonkeeper 
year  after  year,  without  getting  any- 
thing in  return,  than  to  spend  the 
same  money  over  the  bar  and  drink 
the  liquor;  because  they  would  then 
save  the  whole  indirect  cost  If 
those  500,000  non-producers  instead  of 
robbing  the  nation  of  two  billion  dol- 
lars every  year  would  turn  to  other 
productive  work,  they  would,  instead, 
add  to  the  nations  wealth  over  three 
hundred  million  dollars  every  year. 
Saloon  Argument  of  Economic  Benefit 

Some  time  ago,  some  big  posters 
were  distributed  by  the  liquor  deal- 
ers presenting  claims  as  follows: 
Markets  furnished  by  the  liquor  bus- 
iness for,  farm  products  consumed, 
$110,000,000;  manufactured  product 
used  $150,000,000;  labor  employed, 
$54,000,000;  fuel  burned,  $5,000,000; 
freight  and  express,  $20,000,000;  rev- 
enue, taxes  and  license,  $139,000,000. 
That  prohibition  will  destroy  these 
markets,  greatly  increase  the  number 
of  unemployed;  overload  the  taxpay- 
er; precipitate  the  greatest  financial 
crisis  in  history.  That  this  is  wide 
from  the  facts,  a  little  careful  inves- 
tigation will  show.  On  the  basis  of 
their  own  claim  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  liquor  men  uses  less  than  0.5  per 
cent  of  farm  products,  and  less  than 
0.4  per  cent  of  manufactured  products, 
labor  employed,  only  2  per  cent  and 
freight,  1  per  cent  only;  and  regard- 
ing revenue  and  license,  the  cost  of 
crime  alone,  caused  by  the  liquor  traf- 
fic, is  more  than  the  entire  revenue 
and  license  paid  in.  To  the  first  prop- 
osition, that  prohibition  will  destroy 
the  markets,  the  United  States  would 
scarcely  feel  the  destruction  of  the 
liquor  business,  the  consumption  by 
them  being  less  than  one-half  of  one 
per  cent,  on  the  other  hand  if  the 
same  money  was  expended  for  other 
useful  products,  nearly  three  million 
more  men  would  be  employed  and  with 


this  additional  demand  by  well  paid 
laborers  for  food,  clothes,  furniture, 
etc.,  the  markets  would  boom  and 
prosper  as  never  before.  Second,  It 
would  greatly  increase  the  unemploy- 
ed, as  seen  in  the  foregoing  if  the 
two  billion  dollars  now  expended  for 
liquor  was  spent  for  food,  clothing 
and  furniture,  it  would  give  employ- 
ment to  from  7  to  10  times  as  many 
men  and  still  more  would  be  employ- 
ed by  the  impetus  given  to  every  line 
of  honorable  business. 
The  Fallacy  of  the  Tax  Argument. 

Third,  that  it  would  overload  the 
taxpayer,  experience  shows  the 
foolishness  of  this  statement. 
Every        city       or       town  where 

prohibition  is  a  settled  condition,  the 
taxes  have  been  reduced.  If  our  town 
had  an  income,  as  before,  of  $4000 
from  four  saloons,  and  the  people 
here  in  American  Fork,  according  to 
the  liquor  men's  own  statement,  spent 
from  fifty  to  sixty  thousand  dollars 
a  year  in  saloons  and  blind  pigs,  who 
paid  the  license?  And  did  not  the  good 
people  of  our  town  pay  ten  to  fifteen 
dollars  for  each  one  received  in  li- 
cense? So  considered,  the  idea  of 
raising  taxes  from  the  saloon  is  this: 
Here  are  a  hundred  business  men 
desiring  some  public  improvement,  a 
liquor  dealer  comes  in  and  says: 
"come  down  to  my  place,  gentlemen, 
and  drink  all  you  can  and  I  will  con- 
tribute to  this  improvement  one-tenth 
of  what  you  spend  at  my  bar,  which 
will  probably  pay  the  entire  expense." 
This  is  hailed,  strange  to  say,  as  a 
very  generous  offer,  and  as  a  way  of 
getting  the  improvement  for  nothing, 
till  one  quiet  man  observes:  "I  don't 
care  to  drink  the  liquor,  would  there 
be  any  objection  to  my  contributing 
directly  toward  the  improvement  one 
tenth  of  what  it  would  cost  to  make 
me  drunk,  and  saving  the  other  nine- 
tenths?"  Then  suddenly  it  dawns  up- 
on all  of  them  that  it  would  be  cheap- 
er for  them  to  pay  for  the  improve- 
ment outright  than  to  pay  ten  times 
as  much  by  way  of  the  saloon,  in  ord- 
er to  get  the  one-tenth  back.  Would 
it  not,  as  in  our  own  case,  be  immen- 
sely cheaper  for  the  people  to  raise 
the  $4000  by  subscription,  or  direct 
taxes,  than  pay  from  ten  to  fifty  times 
as  much  through  the  saloon,  for  its 
adulterated  poison,  with  its  long  train 
of  poverty,  ruin  and  crime.
